§ENATOR TURPIE’S HARANGUE. 
The speech of*Senator Turpie of In- 
diana, delivered in the. Senate on 
Wednesday against the pending Tariff 
Bill, was an excellent example of pic- 
turesque billingsgate; but as an argu- 


ment on a question of moment it was | 


a lamentable failure. As a word- 
juggler, and an acept at vituperation, 
Mr. Turpie won attention and fur- 
nished a considerable amount of 
amusement for his auditors, whether 
of the Republican or the Democratic 
faith. But his speech made no con- 
verts to free trade. He made no ap- 
peal to the reasoning faculties. He 


offered no arguments that would tend 


to change the opinion of an opponent. 


The subject which he essayed to dis- | 


cuss is a subject of the gravest, im- 
portance. It calls for sober, candid 
“and thoughful consideration, not for 
flippant, epigrammatic or superficial 
comment. ‘Least of all is vituperation 
an effective weapon in the discussion 
of this great economic question. De- 
nunciation is not argument. Calling 
hard names is not the most effective 
method of converting a political op- 
ponent. 
Senator Turpie referred to the 
“large surplus” in the treasury, 
‘amounting to $135,000,000 to $140,000,- 
000, and attempted to draw therefrom 
the deduction that no increase of reve- 
ue is needed for the expenses of the 
government. But he neglected to 
mention the fact that a large propor- 
tion of this surplus is borrowed 
money, and that each month showed 
a deficit in national revenues . from 
the time the -first loan was effected 
under the Cleveland regime until a 
Republican administration took charge 
of public affairs. .

Mr. Turpie had the effrontery to make 
these assertions with the lessons and 
the results of the McKinley tariff law 


_., before him. The rates of the pendtng 


Tariff Bill are considerably lower, as 
a rule, than those of the McKinley Act 
of 1890. Yet,the McKinley law fur- 
nished ample revenue for the needs 
of the government, with something 


_-. .over to apply upon the payment of 


the. mational debt. The McKinley 
duties were certainly not prohibitory; 
for under them, in 1892, our imports 


_ and exports reached the highest figure 


ever attained before or since. - 

The Indiana Senator’s declaration 
that the bill is a “large and unpro- 
voked spoliation of the world’s com- 
merce,” that there is “compound lar- 
ceny in nearly every schedule;” that 
“one-third of the bill is a declaration 
of war against France, Germany and 
the continent of Europe;” that the bill 
“makes it almost a penal offense to 
carry on trade with the South Ameri- 
can republics,” etc,, etc., may be -pic- 
turesque rhetoric, but it is, also, un- 
picturesque rot,~ as will be amply 
proved by the practical operation of 
the law in due course of time. 

“We have developed in this coun- 
try,” amicably observed Mr. Turpie, 
“a new breed of axiinials. They are the 
‘tariff swine—the high-protective-tariff 
swine. They are voracious feeders, 
with fierce appetites and a regard only 
for the infant industry of bristles.” 
In this eloquent flight of refined ora- 
tory, Mr. Turpie forgot to mention the 
breed of free-trade hogs in behalf of 
which he spoke. This cormorant 
brood would fain fatten upon the de- 
struction of American industries, in 
ordexz, that foreign industries may be 
built up and the importers’ incomes

increased. Mr. Turpie’s learned 


elegant treatise on the subject. of hogs 


was conspicuously incomplete in that 
it omitted to mention the free-trade 
breed, which is always trying to get its 
feet into the trough.

DIGNIFYING MILITARY UNIFORMS. 

The Illinois Legislature has passed a 

law looking to the preservation of 
the exclusiveness. of uniforms. 
worn by the citizen soldiery of that 
State. The law is founded upon right 
principles, and it may well be copied 
by the other States of the Union. 
- When Tom, Dick and Harry can be- 
deck themselves in uniforms so nearly 
replicas of those worn by the national 
guardsmen and the troops of the reg- 
ular army, the character of the garb 
becomes so lowered as to meet with 
no consideration or respect. 

The military dignity of the nation 
aud of the individual States is ex- 
pressed in the men who wear the 
uniforms, but if all sorts and condi- 
tions of people—good, bad and indif- 
ferent—may copy the costumings of 
our troops, the public will-never be 
able to learn where the irresponsible 
civic organization leaves off and the 
military begins. 3 

Any act tending to lower the dig- 
nity of our flag by using it for ad- 


of the military uniforms of the coun- 
try by purely civic bodies should be 
prohibited by statute, and hence the 
Illinois enactment is: a step in the 
right direction. If quasi-military or- 
ganizations desire to wear the blue 
of our country’s soldiery, let them be- 
come a part of the national guard; 
or otherwise compel them to adopt 
uniforms entirely distinct and dis- 
similar. The Illinois law is a good 
thing, and the copying of it by the 
other States is a matter worthy the 
consideration of the land’s law-} 
makers in all the commonwealths of | 
the ‘republic.

IN FULL FLIGHT, 

BLACKGUARD WARD AND FOOL- 
ISH LUCILLE BRADBURY. 


They Flitted from One Roadhouse 
to Another, and Left the City 
Last Night. 


PROCURED FUNDS AT LAST. 


PAWNED OR SOLD THE WOMAN’S 
JEWELS YESTERDAY. 


Mrs. Ward’s Property Saved from 
Her Husband’s' Designs — Move- 
ments of the Eloping Pair 
Traced Beyond All Doubt. 


‘Russell Ward, the bald-headed 
Lothario and Welsh rarebit duellist of 
Santa Monica, is on his way to San 
Francisco with the wife of John Brad- 
bury. ‘The eloping couple boarded at 
San Fernando the train that left Los 
Angeles for San Francisco at 9:50 p.m. 
yesterday. 

_ The movements of the pair since they 
met at Westlake Park on Wednesday 
have been traced. They went on the 
Washington-street car to the end of 
‘the line-at the cemetery and walked 
from there to: Mondonville. Capt. 
Flynn, the keeper of the roadhouse at 
Mondonville, was seen last night, but 
no information ‘could be elicited from 
him, even if he had any locked up in 
his breast. He cheerfully opened up 
the house to prove that no persons 
answering the.description of the elop- 
ers were there, and he professed utter 
ignorance of the movements of an 
such persons. It was ascertained from 
other sources, however, that Ward and 
Mrs. Bradbury passed through Mon- 
donville Wednesday afternoon and se- 
cured conveyanee in the vicinity. pre 
were met in Cahuenga Pass by a ma 
driving a load of wood, who recognized 
them...’ 

The pair remained for a short time 
at the roadhousé in Cahuenga Pass, 
and then were driven to Wannack’s 
Park in East Los Angeles, arriving 
there late at’ night. They remained 
there all night and until yesterday

noon, when they were visited by the 
friend who had piloted them all along 
the line and assisted them in getting 
away. Up to that time they had no 
money, but some of Mrs. Bradbury’s 
diamonds were disposed of, and they 
were provided with funds svwfficient to 
pay their way to Europe, Australia or 
wherever they want to go. The amount 
obtained was $1500 

‘A great many persons were looking 
for Ward and Mrs. Bradbury, and 
some were on a hot scent by noon. 
Knowing this they left Wannack’s and 
went.to San Fernando td wait for the 
north-bound train. Bradbury was told 
in the afternoon that they had been 
seen at Wannack’s at noon, but he did 
not believe it and did not act upon the 
information, although he was satisfied 
that they were in or near the city. 
Last night he accepted the fact that 
they had raised money and gone north, 
and he said he felt very much grieved. 

There is no longer any doubt that 
the elopement was planned and de- 
cided upon before: Ward and ‘Mrs. 

radbury made their notorious trip 
from Santa Monica to this city, but 
their plans miscarried,; because of 
Ward’s failure’ to obtain funds. He 
had cabled to England for money, but 
it did not come. Mrs. Bradbury was 
prepared for flight and had baggage 
at the Arcade Depot, but she also was 
short of ready cash. 

Before Mrs. Ward left for. England, 
Ward induced her to give him a power 
of attorney to sell some real «staie, and 
undoubtedly he expected to be able 
to use that instrument.in raising funds 
for his contemplated flight. The in- 
strument was drawn and signed and 
left in the hands of Graves, O’Melveny 
& Shankland, Mrs. Ward’s attorneys. 
Being careful men, these attorneys 
were in no hurry to deliver the docu-. 
ment to Ward, and the more anxious 
he seemed to get hold of it, the more 
reluctant they were to give it to him.

It was not delivered to Ward at all, 
and Mrs. Ward's property was saved. 
from his clutches: 

Ward had no regular income of al- 
lowance, but received occasional. re- 
mittances.from his family in England, 
and as he» would not work, while try- 
ing to be a swell, he got into debt and 
had no credit. He owes about $400 at 
the California Club. Ward’s: baggage 
is still at the Van Nuys, and as the 
motel ‘people say accommodation 
is still at his disposal,” it is to ‘be 
inferred that he: gave no notice of de- 
parture and did not pay his hotel bill,

A bill of sale pf the property may be 
produced by somebody at any time, 
and it.is possible that the information 
about the sale of diamonds is :nis- 
leading. 

It is believed by the friends of Mrs. 
Bradbury that she is more likely to go 
to Paris than to Australia, and “that 
she has no notion of living in.a hovel 
or camping out with Ward. She is 
not the sort of woman to -be content 
with love in a* cottage, and. unless 
Ward can supply. her with all that her 
vanity craves, she is likely to grow 
weary of her bargain and quit. him. 
At present she is infatuated with the 
man, and he professes to be madly 
in love with her. 

Ward’s action is not believed to be 
the-result of sudden impulse like the 
woman’s. He appears. to have gone 
about the business deliberately. Until 
a few weeks ago he was unfriendly to 
Bradbury, even to the extent of black- 
balling him in the Polo Club. Having 
conceived the plan of seducing Brad- 
bury’s wife, he began to cultivate 
Bradbury’s friendship to gain:.access 
to his house, and: he succeedd in pull- 
ing the wool over the young mans 
eyes and making himself the intimate 
friend of the family. Because of the 
mariner in which Ward carried out his 
design, Bradbury’s friends feel thatsthe 
young man has not played a very 
creditable part in his treatment of 
Ward, and they freely upbraid him for 
,lack of spirit. All day yesterday, in- 
stead of hunting for Ward with a gun, 
knowing him to be in town and living 
with the recreant wife, Bradbury re- 
mained at home, weeping and bewail- 
nig his loss.

William E. Tripp was arrested yes- 
terday aud placed in the County Jail 
on a’ charge of felony. Postal inspec- 
tor M. H. Flint swore to a complaint 
against Tripp yesterday bcfore Justice 
of the Peace William Young -in the 
Township Court. 

This proceeding was somewhat un- 
usual, as Tripp’s offense was alleged to 
have .been committed against the 
United States government mails, mak- 
ing him a Federal prisoner. He would 
have been taken before the United 
States Commissioner had there been 
one in Los Angeles, which there was 
not. Commissioner Van Dyke's term of. 
office expired Wednesday, and he has 
not as yet been,reappointed. 

The complaint charging Tripp with 
having used the mails with fraudulent

A New Water Development System. 
In the commercial column reference 


was made a few days ago to a pamph- | 


let just issued in Los Angeles by John 

er, outlining a new system of de- 
veloping water from underground 
flows, by means of wells, tunnels and 
submerged dams, the system being 
named by the author the “horse-sense 
water plant.’”’ Competent engineers who 
have investigated the subject state that 
the system of Mr. Baker possesses. 
much merit. Following are some ex- 
tracts from the pamphlet: 

“The floor plan in the illustration is 
intended to represent the basic plan or 
system for obtaining the under flow of 
water from the first and second se- 
ries of subterranean underflow ranging 
generally from fifteen feet to 200 feet 
in depth. 

“The first of the’ series like the capil- 
laries and small véins in the human 


while the second more local, and fur- 
ther from the surface, is more difficult 
of location; but when found the results 
would be greater and the cost less. 

“The floor plan is designed to be 
placed at or on the floor of the under- 
flow of water, which floor may be of 
hard pan, shale, soapstone, slate or 
other material | 

“Put down the well of any size or 
material desired. Said well should be 
sunk a little below the top of the floor 
of underfiow, in the walling of well put 


passing of material. These ought to be 


from the underflow dam when finished. 


After the well is completed three eight- | 


hour shifts of miners should be em- 


ployed in each of the tunnels. First, 
however, either a.gravitation conduit 
must be constructed or a_ sufficient 
number of pumps must be operated 
day and night to keep the-water down 
so as to enable the miners to prose- 
cute the work. These underflow dams 
should be put in at inter-right angles 
against the underflow, which may be 
as much or little as desired, accord- 
ing to the amount of reservoir in- 
tended. | 

“The reservoir will be limited by the 


length of the tunnels and ground con- 


ditions. If sand it would hold many 
times more water than argilaceous 
matter. As this is a very important 


consideration gré@éat care should be 
taken to- obtain as large an area as 
possible. There are several reasons for 
running these tunnels as shown in plan. 
It is evident if they were run at right 


‘angles with the underflow of water, 


of iron, as all air should be excluded | 


when shut off from its natural course, 
it would run around the ends of the 
dam. It also enables the miners to over- 


depressions in the floor sof the 


underflow that could not be done with 
a dam at right angles. It also enables 
the miners to prosecute the work with- 
out being bothered with water. It also 
quickens the movement of water to the 
well; and the principles embodied in 
ron plans anticipate all these difficul- 
ties.

be constructed like any of the well- 
known ways in use with small aper- 
tures at the bottom to let in the water. 
No care need be taken to make the up- 
per-stream side water tight. 

“The down-stream side is the dam 
side, and should be made water tight. 
This may be done for ordinary pur- 
poses, and economy by corking the 
cracks with tarred rope. But for city 
purposes, after having finished all ex- 
cept tightening the cracks, take one- 
inch boards and line up the posts on 
the inside of the underfiow dam, fill the 
interspaces between the posts on the 
inside with tar, sand and gravel mixed, 
so the tar don’t run. Put in hot. When 
cool it will solidify and become so 
agglutinated that it will not only be 
impervious to water, but of great 
strength to the dam. Whilé the dam 
tunnels and conduits may be con- 
structed of wood, cement, stone and 
other material, wood is the most. prac- 
tical, and as it will be excluded from 
the ‘air and submerged underground 
and under water it cannot rot. For 
many reasons it is superior to every 
other material. These tunnels may be 
run any distance desired in any séction. 

“For city purposes the well should

“No place where water could reason- 
ably be expected, woyld it fail, but 
to make sure, mere sure, let us com- 
bine the upper or surface ‘water, where- 
ever practical, with the underflow.

River, with its depression two miles 
wide, with an underflow of water 
a cavity from five to ten feet deep 
of sand and gravel, and ‘from ten to 
twenty-five feet below the surface. In

that the base of supply of coal, as we 
have stated, rapidly diminishing, and 
no hope of replacing it without the re- 
turn of the-carboniferous age, which 
certainly is not likely to occur in the 
near future. These objections alone are 
fatal to the perpetuity of steam as 
the general energy. 

“Every evidence and indication at the 
roadside of investigation show conclu- 
sively the combination of water, gravi- 
tation and electricity are to be the 
coming energy of the mechanical world 
and really is the only hope of success- 
fully reclaiming the arid lands—the 
‘greatest consideration for the ‘popula- 
tion of the country before which alJ 
other considerations pale. 

“In viéw of these facts, it seems 
to us, if the States wherein these 
lands lay could hold and operate” 
them in trust for the people under 
some system of lease or land:.tenure, 
instead of vested rights, it would soon 
be. a wonderful. revenue to the gov- 
ernment and solve “the problem of tax- 
ation and labor, and open up a. new 
era in the management of production

‘Losse&’. by Insects, 

The enormous loss that is caused to 
the farmers of the United States by 
depredations of insects is realizéd by 
few who have not investigated the sub- 
ject. A recent statement gives the an- 
nual loss to the country from this 
sources at the immense figure of $380,- 
000,000, which does not include the la- 
bor and cost of insecticides used as 
preventives. 

This emphasizes the necessity of 
keeping a close watch on the spread of 
insect pests, and of securing the right 
men to keep such pests in check. - 


Seedless Pomegranates. 

In Peru there is said to be a seedless 
pomegranate, and it is said that in 
Persia a seedless variety of this plant 
is often met with. Some of our enter- 
prising horticulturists should make an 
effort to introduce the seedless variety 
of pomegranates in this State.

eonfined to New Orleans, is attributed 
by the California Wine Makers’ Cor- 
poration to the action of the California 
Wine Association. The latter attributes 
the cause to the first-mentioned con- 
cern. The corporation is largely ingtru- 
mental-in the holding of the country 
meetings at which growers are asked 
to pledge themselves to sell only. to 
the Wine Makers’ Corporation. This 
action has been met by the deatfers, 
“who have issued a pamphlet entitled 
“Wine Makers and Wine Merchants,’ 
designed for circulation among vine- 
yardists in order to sever as many as 
possible among them from the cor- 
poration and to influence them to deal 
directly with the large merchants. 

“The maturing vintage promises to 
be a large one, and.the wine war can- 
not be brought to an end a day too 
soon. As indicative of the seriousness

TORRENS LAW IN OHIO, 

Realty says: 

- “The Ohio Torrens law has now been 
dec.zred unconstitutional by the su- 
preme Court. The iaw was prepared 
and enacted after the Illinois Supreme 
Court had declgred against the Torrens 
law for that te, and it was hoped 
by the framers of the measure that. 
with the experi of the pevple of 
Tllincis before thent and the criticism 
of the Illinois Iaw by the ‘Supreme 
Court in mind, a bill could be prepared 
that would meet with favor at. the 
hands of the judges. 

“One might suppose that courts do 
not look with fav or on the attempts 
that are being made to reform the land- 
title .system, and that whatever law 
may be enacted the justices of the Su- 
preme Court will find some flaw in it, 
but the facts so far will hradly bear out 
sucha supposition, although in the only 
two States where Torrens laws have 
been enacted the courts have passed 
judgment against them. In. neither 
case has the gourt declared or inti- 
mated that the main principles of the 
Torrens system are in conflict with the 
spirit of the Constitution of the United 
States, and this, after all, is the essen- 
tial point. 

“The changes which are sought to be 
brought:about are of such very great 
importance to the property interests of 
the country that it is only .right, and 
should be desired by all that the utmost 
care should be exercised by law-makers 


lation in this direction should be free 
from defects. It could scarcely be ex- 
pected that any legislative body would 
be able to enact a law entailing so 
many and such important changes in 
the operations of transferring and reg- 
istering real estate and have that law 
free from all flaws of whatever kind. 
A law embodying the Torrens system 
must abrogate all the old laws concern- 
ing the transfer of real estate, and af- 
fect many other branches of the law. 

“The grounds for the decision of the 
Ohio Supreme Court will not -be known 
until the opinion in the case is written 
and made public, but it is understood 
that the principal point is that the 
Torrens law effects radical changes in 
other laws, without repealing cr sus- 
pending any statutory provision. The 
reasons for the™decision have been out- 
lined as follows: 

“‘The law legislates on many sub- 
jects; creates an additional system of 
‘land titles, and an additional mode of 
legal procedure for the determination

STREET. SWEEPING. 

The ‘sweeping “of the Los” Angeles 
streets is done by. contract,. the price 
at present being $5.98 per mile, only the

itant of 20 cents, which is not extrava- 
gant in comparison with me of the 
principal eastern cities, in’ which the 
cost of sweeping ranges from 5 cents 
per capita in Buffalo to 70 cents per 
capjta in New York.

~- pamitted that thers is plenty of .room 
for improvement in the method of 
sweeping adopted here. 

BEAUTIFYING THE CITY.

MUNICIPAL DEBTS. 


The Greater New York will begin 


business as a municiplaity, so to speak, 


on Januarv 1, 1898, with a municipal 
debt in excess of $200,000,000, a debt 
larger, according to the New York 
Sun, than that of any four other cities 
of the country. There is a general opin- 
ion, for which, however, there is no 
real warrant, that the debt of Ameri- 
can municipalities is based upon their 
population, area, age and resources; 
but the fact is that while these ele- 
ments regulate the running expenses 
of American cities, the debt is fixed 
rather by the form of government they 
have enjoyed or suffered from in’ the 
past. The Sun says: 

“Boston and ‘St. Louis are cities of 
the same size very nearly (the differ- 
ence in population between the two 
was less than 3000 by the last census,) 
yet the municipal debt of Boston is 
three times greater than that of St. 
Louis, while, on the other hand, the 
tax rate in ‘St. Louis is 50 per cent. 
greater per $1000 of valuation than it 
is in Boston. 

“The municipal debt of Kansas City 
is $4,000,000, and Sioux City, Iowa, 
owes $1,200,000. The municipal debt of 
Philadelphia: is $2,000,000, and of Pitts- 


burgh, $12,000,000, but Providence, which. 


has about one-half of the population 
of Pittsburgh, has a municipal debt 
of $13,250,000. Milwaukee and De- 


‘troit are two cities having almost the 


same population—205,000 by the census 
of 1890. Since then Detroit has in- 
creased more rapidly in population, and 
the area included in it is somewhat 
larger than is the area of the Wisconm 
sin city. Yet the debt of Detroit is 
$4,800,000, whereas the debt of Mil- 
waukee is $6;200,000.. San Antonio, Tex., 
an ancient town of less than 40,000 per- 
sons, has been wide awake enough to 
contract a municipal debt considerably 
in excess of $2,000,000, whereas the city 
of Fort’ Worth, which has been gen- 
erally alluded to as being a thriving 
and enterprising settlement, has a debt 
of $1,300,000 only. In New York State 
Buffalo has, a bonded debt of $12, 000, - 
000, Syracuse. of $5,800,000; Troy, of $1,- 
200,000 only; ‘Long Island City, of 
$3,500,000;. Yonkers, of $3,000,000: 
bany, of $4,100,000; Rochester, of $8,- 
400,000; Utica, of $360,000; Poughkeep- 
sie, of $1, 700,000; Dunkirk, of $275,000, 
and Mt. Vernon, N. Y., of $800,000.” |

MAMMOTH SHOE 


Utilizing the Sweet Pea. 


[Ella Rodman Church, in Ladies’ 
Home Journal:] Sweet peas make a 
very pretty and effective hedge, thus 
combining beauty and utility—and in 
a much shorter time than any other 
plants so employed. In one case this 
fragrant hedge was ninety feet long, 
and it was used to separate the clothes- 
drying space from the more attractive 
grounds. The vines attained the height 
of nearly six feet, and were in perfect 
bloom and beauty all the summer 
through—having been planted early in 
the spring in two rows about two and 
a half feet apart. 

Abundant support was furnished in 
an arrangement of cedar poles and tel- 
egraph wire, the former being planted 
as a tripod at each end of the rows, 
and the wire attached at the foot of 
the outside poles and where the poles 
crossed. The wires were drawn tight 
and supported at regular distances for 
the vines. to attach themselves, fine 
linen twine being carried from wire to 
wire and soon covered—so that at a 
little distance the -vines -seemed to 
stand alone. The poles of the tripods 
rose some distance above their cross- 
ings, and these were soon decorated 
with the bells of the morning glory, so 
similar in its variety of colorings to 
that of the sweet pea. 

When in full beauty this floral hedge 
was a highly decorative object, and it 
effectually screened the unsightliness 
of the family wash from fastidious 
eyes. It could be far more easily ac- 
complished in a city yard, which often 
does not reach a quarter of the ninety 
feet, across which this ene so admira- 
bly combined the beautiful with the 
,practical. 

It could also be made a lovely and 
fragrant screen against the ugliness 
visible from many back windows: 
Given a long, narrow box for this pur- 
pose, with a simple trellis-work of or- 
-dinary wire or twine, well-pulverized 
‘and enriched earth, with a’small addi- 
tion of sand and a moderate amount of 
sunshine—sweet-pea vines being easily 
scorched, and if not actually dying, 
losing all their beauty in consequence— 
and a pretty window, a fragrant room 
and plenty of blossoms for cutting 
may. be confidently counted on. 

A peculiarity of sweet peas is that 
the higher they are trained the more 
profusely they will bloom, and if all 
fading blossoms are removed before 
they can go to seed a constant succes- 
sion of bloom is secured. A _ pretty 


garden device is a sweet-pea’ fountain, : 


which is pgoduced by planting a tall 
upright post firmly in the ground and 
attaching the skeleton of an umbrella 
to it at the top. The vines planted at 
its base will climb and droop from the 
edge of the umbrella—the unfolding 
blossoms and sprays: disposing them- 
selves in such fashion that the idea of 
a floral fountain is easily suggested: 
Like roses and some other flowers» 
Sweet peas display their greatest 
beauty of coloring, and put forth their 
utmost powers of bloom in. a soft briny

The Pomelo. 


{c. B. Hewitt of Pasadena in Cali- 
fornia Fruit-grower:] There seems to 
be considerable talk and much written 
of late in regard to this comparatively 
new fruit. It is not really new, for it 
is as old as the hills. Ancient China 
and Japan have raised this wonderful 
| fruit as long ago as they have records. 
It, however, was not introduced into 
other countries until during the last 
centurv. or two. It was taken from 
near Hongkong, China, to Sicily, in 
the eighteenth century, and later was 
introduced into South America anfl Ja- 
maica; from thence it was brought to 
Florida. 

I spent several winters in Florida 


the pomelo, being desirous of planting 
an iorchard of the best varieties I 
could find. I found at or near St. Pet- 
ersburg, on the Gulf coast, the Leon- 
ardy, a very thin, smooth-rind pomelo 
of extra-fine flavor. Also near Lake- 
land I found the Seedless, a fine va- 
riety on account of its being free, or 
nearly so, of seeds#& Another large, fine 
fruit I found ‘near : Belleview, in Cen- 


ters. This last-named I called the 
Walters. This is a large, showy. fruit, 
but rather too large for a general ‘mar- 
ket variety. The Arantum, another ex- 
ceptionally fine-flavored variety, is a 
cross between, the grape-fruit and the 
orange, and has the flavor of both, but 


‘so desirable for medicinal purposes. 
My choice, at present. writing, for 
‘profitable raising and future demand 
is the Leonardy and Seedless, although 
I think a few of the Walters would be 
desirable to have, as well as a few of 
the Arantum, or sweet rind, for those 
who do not like the bitter flavor. While 
the Seedless have enough of the bitter 
about the rind. and lining for all me-

Every nurservman claims to have the] 


best, and the truth is but few nursery- 
men in Southern California know any- 
thing about the pomelo, to speak of. 
Our Horticultural Commissioners would 
do the intending growers of this fruit 
much good, if they would snend a part’ 
of their time in looking up and test- 
ing the best varieties and recommend-' 
ing those best to plant. A test should 
be made each ripening season. 

Hundreds of thousands of dollars will 
be spent within the next few years in 
planting this fruit and many and bitter 
will be the disappointments of those 
-who simply look for cheap trees regard- 
less of variety, and get something al- 
most, if not quite, worthless. I fully 
believe that those who are careful to 
plant nothing but the best, and who 
take care to get trees budded on the 
sour or wild orange root, or on the po- 
melo’s own root, will for years to come 
reav a rich reward. There will, how- 
ever, be lots of mistakes made, and 
many will be deceived, the same as 
when the navel orange was first intro- 
duced into this country. 

The pomelo is more tender to frost 


than the orange, and more like the} ~- 


lemon, and never should be’ planted on 
sow vot ‘lands, or on very héavy 
adobe soils t does 

best on the higher 
gravelly loam. In a general Way, how-.
